DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kapp'029. 
Kapp discloses a tire hanging device comprising a wrap section (6) to engage a 
horizontal support member (7), a tire hanging section (11), an elongated section (5) 
disposed between the wrap section and the tire hanging section for positioning the tire 
hanging section relative to the wrap section. 

Applicant's intended usage for a vehicle hoist is not accorded with patentable 

weight. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The various cited arts demonstrates pivotable hooks and some 
additional tire hangers.
